GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH 
SERVICES  IN  THE  BOROUGH. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  with  the  Kent  County 
Nursing  Association  for  the  home  nursing  of  cases  of  measles  in 
young  children,  but  it  has  not  been  necessary  to  call  upon  the 
Association  for  this  service. 

A  maternity  unit  of  two  beds  has  recently  been  opened  in 
connection  with  the  West  Kent  General  Hospital,  where  cases 
of  normal  labour  are  admitted  through  the  medium  of  the 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre.  This  block  has  been  most 
useful  in  providing  accommodation  for  such  cases  as  have  only 
limited  space  at  home.  The  cases  selected  for  admission  are 
those  where  this  is  most  acute. 

During  the  year  18  cases  were  admitted,  the  average 
duration  of  stay  being  fourteen  days. 

There  are  also  two  beds  retained  here  for  complicated 
maternity  cases.  These  latter  were  not  occupied  during  the  year. 

The  severer  illnesses  of  children  up  to  five  year  of  age  where 
the  home  conditions  are  not  satisfactory  are  received  at  the 
West  Kent  General  Hospital.  This  is  a  voluntary  agency.  The 
Local  Authority  does  not  contribute  to  its  funds. 


PUBLIC  HEALTH  STAFF. 

The  Public  Health  Staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  (part-time  officer),  who  is  also  the  School  Medical  Officer, 
and  a  Chief  Inspector,  a  Consulting  Sanitary  Inspector,  two 
Clerks  and  two  Health  Visitors.  The  Chief  Inspector  holds  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  Certificate  for  meat  and  other  foods. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centres. 

This  has  now  been  established  for  12  years,  and  meets  at  the 
Old  Palace  on  Tuesday  and  Friday  afternoons,  when  Dr.  Grace 
Garratt  attends  for  purpose  of  consultation. 

Many  voluntary  helpers  also  attend  to  receive  the  mothers, 
weigh  babies,  sell  clothing,  dried  milk,  etc.,  at  cost  price. 

There  is  another  place  for  meeting  at  the  extreme  west  of  the 
town  where  a  clinic  is  held  on  Thursday  afternoons. 


In  addition  to  these  centres  for  children  there  is  also  an  ante¬ 
natal  clinic  held  at  the  <  Md  Palace  on  Tuesday  morning  where 
Dr.  Grace  Garratt  is  also  available  for  consultation. 


There  is  a  close  connection  between  the  Child  Welfare  and 
Maternity  centre,  and  the  West  Kent  General  and  Ophthalmic 
Hospitals  where  cases  requiring  operation  or  in-patient  treatment 
are  received  on  a  voluntary  basis. 


The  centre  is  run  by  a  Voluntary  Committee  containing 
Members  of  the  Borough  Council  and  has  one  Health  Visitor  lent 
by  the  Council  and  another  provided  by  the  funds  of  the  centre.

Powers  have  been  taken  under  the  Maidstone  Corpora¬ 
tion  Act,  1 923^  for  the  better  supervision  of  markets 
and  slaughter-houses  ;  for  courts  to  be  flagged  and 
drained  ;  for  the  prevention  of  obstructive  build¬ 
ings  ;  to  prevent  spread  of  infectious  disease 
amongst  children  in  schools  and  in  common- 
lodging-houses  ;  for  regulating  manufacture  and 
sale  of  ice  cream,  etc. ;  for  cleansing  of  verminous 
persons  and  premises,  etc. 


WATER  REPORT. 

Samples  of  each  of  the  water  supplies  have  been  analysed 
week  by  week  and  found  to  be  satisfactory.  These  samples  are 
collected  at  the  source,  and  as  near  the  point  of  distribution  in 
the  houses  as  possible  on  alternate  weeks. 

The  analyses  in  detail,  numbering  154,  are  set  forth  in  the 
appendix,  while  the  respective  averages  for  the  four  supplies  are 
shown  in  the  following  table  : —

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1  lie  gathering  grounds  at  Boarley  and  Cossington,  together 
with  the  reservoirs  at  Bcarlev,  Detling,  and  Harming,  continue 
he  patrolled  daily  by  an  employee  of  the  Waterworks  Companv. 
'I  hese,  together  with  the  new  reservoir  at  Loose  and  the  pumping 
station  at  Forstal,  have  been  inspected  by  myself  in  company  with 
Professor  John  Lyre,  Dr.  Croon  wood,  the  County  Medical  Officer 
oi  Health,  and  Mr.  Ware,  the  Engineer. 

The  grounds  have  invariably  been  found  in  a  satisfactory 
condition.  The  reservoirs  are  well  protected  by  substantial 
fences.  The  pumping  station  at  Forstal,  with  the  bore  hole,  is 
also  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Each  of  the  specimens  from  the  various  supplies  has  been 
bacterially  examined  under  the  supervision  of  Professor  John 
Eyre,  whose  last  report  on  samples  of  water  collected  half-yearly, 
dated  December  13th,  1927,  indicate  “  that  the  Maidstone  water 
as  a  whole  still  maintains  a  high  degree  of  excellence  as  a 
potable  supply.”

DESTRUCTION  OF  UNSOUND  FOOD. 

15,022  lbs.  of  different  kinds  of  food  have  been  destroyed, 
which  includes  362  Ills,  offish,  769  lbs.  of  chilled  beef,  11  cows, 
2  heifers  and  6  pigs  suffering  from  tuberculosis,  and  2  sheep  in  an 
emaciated  condition  have  been  destroyed. 

SLAUGHTERHOUSES. 

There  are  15  Registered  and  3  Licensed  in  the  Borough. 
They  are  inspected  regularly  for  cleanliness,  etc.,  and  also  when 
slaughtering  is  in  hand  for  inspection  of  meat.  925  inspections 
were  made  in  1927. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  disinfection  of  houses  where  infectious  diseases  occur  is 
regularly  carried  out  and  articles  of  bedding  and  clothing  are 
removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  where  they  are  put  through  a  steam 
disinfector.  Rooms  are  disinfected  after  the  death  or  removal  of 
cases  of  Tuberculosis. 

During  1927,  8,610  articles  and  258  rooms  were  disinfected.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The  detail  of  meteorological  observations  is  set  forth  in 
Table  VII. 

T  he  mean  reading  of  the  barometer  for  the  year  is  29*74, 
the  highest  monthly  mean  being  for  February  2 9 ' 9 ti ,  and  the 
lowest  for  July  29*57. 

The  hottest  month  was  J  uly,  giving  a  mean  of  the  maximum 
readings  of  the  thermometer  in  the  shade  of  70",  and  mean  of  the 
minimum  readings  of  54°,  while  the  coldest  month  was  December, 
with  a  mean  of  maximum  readings  of  38°  and  a  mean  of  minimum 
readings  of  32°. 

The  prevailing  winds  were  S.W.,  there  being  97  days  on 
which  the  wind  was  in  this  quarter. 

The  total  rain-fall  for  the  year  was  37*39  inches,  the  heaviest 
amount  falling  in  December,  viz.,  4*97  inches,  while  during  May 
the  amount  registered  was  only  *97  inches,  this  being  the  driest 
month  of  the  year. 

There  were  191  days  in  the  year  on  which  *01  of  an  inch  or 


more  rain  fell.
